he true tradition of W.E.B. 
Bois, on whose life and 
orks he was an expert, ” said 
Hooks. 

“As one of “The Big Four” 
NAACP leadership group who 
guided. the development and 
execution of the NAACP’s pro- 
grams and philosophy in the 
fifties, he served to elevate the 
NAA Sp to a much feared and 
respected organization. We 
extend our heartfelt condolen- 
ces to his family,” he added. 

Although Moon worked at 
Tuskegee Institute in the early 
part of his career, he never met 
its founder and president, 
Booker T. Washington. The 
works and contributions of the 
“Wizard of Tuskegee”, how- 
ever, are said to have as much 
impact on Moon's develop- 
ment.and understanding of the 
importance of advocating 
one’s cause in the civil rights - 
struggle, as DuBois's teach- 
ings were to have on his intel- 
lectual development. 

“Mr. Washington was per- 
haps the first Negro leader to 
realize the vast importance of 
the Negro press in maintaining 
his front rank position,” Moon 
noted in a 1954 lecture. “Long © 
before other institutions or 
organizations realized the 
need for professional publicity 
work, Mr. Washington estab- 
lished a position -- in.1897 -- at 
Tuskegee to serve this pur- 
pose,” he added.

ravaging community,

President of the National 
Urban League John E. Jacob 
said Black unemployment, the 
rise in single female heads of 
household, and the rise in 
teenage pregnancy are ele- 
ments ravaging the Black 
community. 

Anybody concerned about 
the rise in single parent fami- 
lies doesn't have to look any 
further, Jacob said. “Unem- 
ployment is tearing Black 
households apart.” ; 

“it prevents men from raisin 
their families. It drives women 
deeper into poverty. It tells 
young people that they have no 
future,” he said. 

Jacobs said Blacks comprise 
10 percent of the labor force 


and 20 percent of the jobless.’ 


“Over one-half the Black men 
had two long spelis on unem- 
ploymentiast year and another 
one-third could not find any 
work at all,” he said. 

“The basic foundation for 
raising a family, a job with a 
paycheck is denied. We are 
only as strong as our families.
